Blessed or Lucky?

I don’t know about being blessed. I know about 
being lucky. I’ve had lots of luck. 


When I’ve had bad luck, I didn’t feel cursed. I just 
figured that bad luck was the flip side of good 
luck. Work a little harder and you tend to get 
luckier. 


But to start with—and to borrow from Warren 
Buffett—I was lucky to be born a white male in 
1954, to college educated middle class parents, 
in America. I could have entered this world in 
Darfur, Bangladesh, Somalia, or any one of 100 
far away, poverty stricken countries. 


But luck is not enough. We all know luck can run 
out. Sometimes it’s as simple as a bad draw of 
cards. Other times you can have a good hand but 
play it poorly. One of the great indicators of suc- 
cess in tennis matches is called “unforced errors.” 


Generally. the player with the fewest “unforced 
errors” wins. 


We all commit and survive self-inflicted errors. 
Many of us suffer health consequences because 
of excessive drinking, smoking, drug usage, or 
poor diets. In the world of politics, sports, and en- 
tertainment we see unforced errors all the time. 


Since the current President of the United States 
took office, our country hasn’t faced a major cri- 
sis. But President Trump, using Twitter as a ve- 
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hicle, creates three of four mini-crises a day with 
unforced attacks on movie and television stars, 
politicians, athletes, countries, and all kinds of 
strange things that cross his mind. 


We wander through life and do what we can to 
navigate the challenges that come from poor deci- 
sions. We try to capitalize on good fortune. We 
strive to pass on to a younger generation the ide- 
als and customs that make for a good life. If we’re 
smart, we find people we can look up to—people 
who have lived exemplary lives and have lessons 
to offer so that we can be decent people. 


My mother Camille, like her mother Camille, is 
an excellent bridge player. In contract bridge, ev- 
eryone plays the same hands. Hundreds of teams 
compete with everyone playing the same cards. It 
takes luck out of the game and the best players, 
barring the misplaying of cards, should win. 


Cancer is a little like that. It is an equal opportu- 
nity visitor. There’s no need for affirmative action 
in cancer. It is available to all. Wealth, race, creed, 
intelligence...cancer makes no distinctions. 


My mother received a cancer diagnosis early this 
year. 


She’s received great medical care—the same as 
everyone else at the local cancer care clinic. It 
probably helps that Dr. Hanson, the surgeon, is 
a friend of hers. Jaime Braden (Rodney’s wife) is 
the head nurse of our clinic, and she is remark- 
able. 


Pea and Ann, who sit next to my mom in the che- 
mo room, are from Navarre and they have become 
good friends. 


But being caught up in the medical system, par- 
ticularly for someone who has rarely been sick, is 
a chore. Getting shuffled from doctor to doctor to 
specialist to test center to doctor to one imaging 
lab after another is as taxing as the treatment. 


Through it all, there is signage and messaging 
and promotional material encouraging the im- 
portance of a positive outlook and a cheerful ap- 
proach to life. 


Good luck with that. The odds of someone who 
is grumpy and pessimistic getting a cancer diag- 
nosis and then becoming positively cheerful are 
slim. 


My mother has had a remarkably positive outlook 
on life for 86 years. She’s been patient, under- 
standing, pleasant and smart for as long as I’ve 
known her. None of that has changed. 


She’s almost finished with her course of treat- 
ment, and while she might not have been on top 
of her game for the last few months, she’s close. 
Camille is playing bridge this afternoon. It’s not 
contract bridge, so she and her partner will get 
some hands better than others. That’s the luck 
of the draw. 


But that won’t really matter.

#BEACHCOMBERDESTIN 
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Music

April’s Beachcomber Music Awards 
was dotted with a lot of familiar faces, 
but one particular voice seemed 
to catch everyone’s attention. Cat 
Rhodes performed as a guest of Ed Mo 
and Gwen Lanier of Simply D’Vyne, 
and Rhodes credits the couple with 
introducing her to the Destin area. 


“They were very inspirational in getting 
us in that area,” says Rhodes. “I love 
it down there. It’s just beautiful. The 
people are beautiful, and being able 
to branch out and get other people to 
appreciate your music and what you 
do, it’s amazing.” 


Rhodes took to music early in 
life, with both her mother and 
grandmother being active gospel 
singers. “I transitioned from singing 
with my mom’s group, and my mom 
wanted me to take it a little further 
than she did,” she says. “So, you 
know I just kinda started branching 
out and learned that I could write and 
then got into modeling and acting, 
and all of it just kinda came in. And

I’ve been doing it ever since I could 
talk probably. 


“My first professional singing gig? 
Wow, I guess I was like maybe 17. 
It was a local group in Mobile called 
Silk. I was very young, wasn’t really 
sure, you know, straight out of the 
church. It worked, and it was really 
something I wanted to do.” 


Five years ago, Rhodes’ career shifted 
to the blues. She calls it “an easy 
transition because of the way I felt 
inside.” Cat Rhodes & The Truth 
released a well-received album, Knee 
Deep in the Blues, and the band has 
twice represented the region in the 
annual International Blues Challenge 
in Memphis, Tennessee. 


“Five years ago was the first time I 
ever had my own band, and The Truth 
was created by Bryan Morris,” says 
Rhodes. “If it wasn’t for him, I would 
never have been in the blues industry 
at all. He was the one that said, ‘Cat, 
why don’t you try to sing some blues? 
I think you’d be perfect, you got a 
perfect voice for that.’ 
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“T started listening to people like Koko 
Taylor, Denise LaSalle, and, of course, 
I’ve always loved Tina Turner because 
of her power. 


“Without music, I’m nobody. It is 
definitely like air for me,” says Rhodes. 
“It gives me an inner peace, and it’s 
kinda unexplainable what happens 
when I’m singing. But it’s a beautiful 
thing between my Creator and me— 
we're just having a good time when 
I’m singing. So that’s the best way I 
can describe it, it’s like a heavenly 
thing for me.” 


Although Rhodes has found 
inspiration in the blues, she doesn’t 
limit herself to one genre. “As long as 
it’s great music and it moves me, you 
know I can be anything.” Rhodes and 
her band are working towards a fall 
release for their new blues album, and 
she’s also collaborating on bandmate 
Morris’ upcoming jazz LP. 


During our interview, Rhodes 
takes a pause to re-emphasize the 
importance of Morris in the creation 
of her band The Truth and her

musical journey. “He started this 
band for me, found the players for 
me. You know, got me out here in 
the community traveling around with 
him and the incredible Kenny Neal, 
who's Grammy-nominated nine times 
and won three blues music awards 
this year. 


“He and God and my parents are my 
strongest inspiration, and so I’m just 
trying to continue to do great music 
and meet great people like you that 
appreciate it. 


“If I can make someone smile, you 
know that lights my heart up,” she 
adds. “I do it to elevate happiness 
and bring awareness to love and, you 
know, try using in a positive way. 
It’s my platform to show love and to 
promote love. I try to do it through my 
music and everything I do.” Anyone 
who has seen Rhodes perform would 
heartily agree. 


In addition to music, Rhodes is 
gearing up for a new season of her 
entertainment talk show Cat Traxx, 
which airs on Pensacola’s BlabTV.

Trumpet-flugelhorn 
player Eddie Henderson sits down here 
with Donald Harrison (sax), Kenny 
Barron (piano), Essiet Essiet (bass) 
and Mike Clark (drums). Henderson is 
a renaissance man—he’s played with 
Herbie Hancock, Pharoah Sanders and 
The Jazz Messengers, among others. He 
also practiced medicine (how come he’s 
not called Doc?), not a common day-job 
in American jazz. Be Cool is a concise 
sampler of the range of Henderson’s 
work, including West Coast, funk, and 
straight-ahead jazz. Dig in.

Point Washington Preserve, or PWP, 
remains one of the largest event 
spaces in South Walton. Featuring a 
5,000 square foot pavilion and two- 
bedroom cottage, it’s nestled near 
the intersection of U.S. 98 and JD 
Miller road, surrounded by hundreds 
of acres of Point Washington State 
Park’s forest. 


“This space is an incredible asset to 
our community,” says Doug Liles, 
director of the Good Samaritan 
Institute and founder of Point 
Washington Preserve. “There’s 
nothing like it in our area.” 


PWP boasts a minimal environmental 
footprint. With advanced _ solar 
technology like Tesla batteries and 
solar panels powering the space, it’s 
totally off the electrical grid, making it 
a true zero-energy event center. 


“It’s an isolated sanctuary, away from 
the noise, traffic and parking issues 


that plague south Walton County,” 
says Mr. Liles. 


Mr. Liles and his partners at the 
Good Samaritan Institute say their 
original idea for the space was to 
host science- and technology-based 
retreats, but after encountering the 
beauty of the space, they wanted the 
public to have access to hosting their 
own special events—such as business 
retreats, conferences, group meetings, 
summer camps, corporate functions, 
weddings, concerts, festivals and 
marketplace events. 


“We hope the community and our 
Commissioners will continue to 
support us in this,” says Mr. Liles. 
“We encourage you to write your 
commissioner. Show up to the 
meeting. Write about your support in 
our reviews on Facebook and Google. 
Anything to show that the community 
wants this venue.”

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Summer Wines 
from the Loire 


By Bruce Collier 


The Loire region takes its name from 
the Loire River, the longest river in 
France. The Loire Valley is probably 
most famous for its castles (chateaux), 
whose images grace many a calendar 
and jigsaw puzzle. 


The Loire is also known for its wines, 
particularly the whites. Summer is the 
ideal time to explore some of these. 
They’re easy to find, reasonably priced, 
and pair well with fish, shellfish, 
lighter meats, and cheese. Red wine is 
also made in the Loire, and it’s worth 
your time. Some very fine rose and 
sparking wines are made in the Loire, 
but they’re for another day. 


The grapes traditionally grown for 
winemaking in the Loire are Chenin 
Blanc, Sauvignon Blanc, Melon de 
Bourgogne, Cabernet Franc, Gamay, 
Pinot Noir, Chardonnay, Folle Blanche, 
Arbois, Cabernet Sauvignon, and 
Grolleau. The ones most frequently 
used are the first four. 


For this article, I sampled three 
representative white wines (served 
chilled), and one red (served at A/C 
room temperature). All are available 
locally. 


WHITE WINE 

Moncontour Vouvray (2016) Demi Sec 
$14.99 

12% Alcohol by Volume (ABV) 

All Chenin Blanc. In the glass, very pale 
yellow, faint greenish tinge. The nose 
is fresh-cut pineapple, honey, slightly 
musty scent. Next is a little spice, fruit 
cocktail, herbs, grass, and rainwater. 
On the first sip, pineapple and star 
fruit flavor, somewhat viscous on the 
tongue. It’s sweeter than expected at 
first, then follows tart dried peach and 
apricot, with a honey and lemon drop 
finish. 


Domaine le Clef du Recit (2016) 
Sancerre 

$19.99 

13% ABV 

Sauvignon Blanc. Very light and pale 
straw color. Scent is floral and spicy, 
with Granny Smith apple peel. Dry, 
chalky, citrusy taste; almost—but not 
quite—fizzy and peppery on the tongue 
to start. Apple peel lingers on the 
finish. There’s little if any sweetness. 
It’s austere but refreshing, puckery. 
I drank this with slow-roasted (dark 
meat) chicken and potatoes. It’s a 


good counterpoint for buttery, herb seasoned 


meat and potatoes. 


Chauviniere Muscadet sur Lie (2016) 


$9.89 
12% ABV 


Grapes are all Melon de Bourgogne. “Sur 
lie” means “on the lees.” Lees are deposits 
of dead yeast or residual yeast and other 
particles that precipitate to the bottom 
of a vat of wine after fermentation and 
aging. Normally wine is “racked,” a 


process that leaves the lees behind. 
This Muscadet was aged for a time 
on the lees, imparting a yeasty aroma 
and taste. 


The wine has avery pale, lemony yellow 
color. There’s definitely a yeasty aroma, 
though it’s dry and subtle. The taste 
is likewise mild and austere. There’s a 
chalky finish, with grapefruit pith and 
peel, lemon juice, grassy notes, and 
a tiny fermented-yeast, beery snap at 
the tail end. No sweetness here, anda 
light body. Muscadet is the proverbial 
accompaniment to raw oysters, which 
makes sense when you consider that 
many French (and other European) 
oysters tend to be rather oily, with a 
nutty or metallic taste. 


I was all out of French oysters, but 
I did have a tin of “vintage sardines” 
(2012) from Paris. This is an old 
French tradition—aging lightly 
smoked sardines in good olive oil for 
years, sometimes decades, turning 
the cans over every six months for 
maximum effect. The object is for the 
fish to absorb and be mellowed by 
the oil. I served them on rye bread 
with unsalted butter and coarse salt, 
with Gruyere cheese on the side. 
Gruyere and Muscadet tastes like a 
deconstructed fondue. The sardines 
are deeply rich, oily but smooth. 
The sharp white wine was a perfect 
balance to the sardines and butter. 


RED WINE 

Chateau de Coulaine Chinon (2016) 
$16.99 

13% ABV 

All Cabernet Franc grape. Dark 


reddish-black color in the glass, with a 
cherry/berry pie filling, almond extract 
scent. The taste is cranberry, jammy, 
with a slightly thin body, and a quick 
finish. More time in the glass yielded 
bell pepper, peppercorn, anise, dry 
licorice or fennel. I drank it with beef 
stroganoff (not exactly summer fare) 
and it paired beautifully with the rich 
beef, cream and noodles, rounding out 


the dish. Chinon would be an ideal 
match for steak, hamburgers, and 
sausages, including those with creamy 
or rich sauces or garnishes. At the 
price, it could become a go-to wine for 
grilling out.
